Always Keep Car Window Open 
When Driving 

Each year carbon monoxide takes 
&@n increasing number of lives. It is 
colorless, tasteless, without odor, 
and therefore strikes without warn- 
ing. Only a few minutes, under 
proper conditions, are sufficient to 
cause unconsciousness followed 
death. 

Most common, perhaps, is the case 
of the thoughtless driver who warms 
his car up of a cold morning with 
the doors and windows of his gar- 


age tightly closed. Seldom is rescue 


effected in time. 

But there is another hazard of 
this insidious gas. One of its symp- 
toms is a tendency to drowsiness. It 


is probably a factor in many traffic; 


accidents, a very. small quantity 
being enough to destroy alertness 
and confuse that nice driving judg- 
ment necessary in avoiding sudden 
dangers. 

Leave. a window open while you 
drive. Swing the garage doors wide 
open before you start your engine. 
Fresh air, and plenty of it, is the one 
eure Protection against carbon 
monoxide.

Since Confederation 


A Tug-o’-War Between The Federal 
And Provincial Governments 
Almost from the very beginning 
of Canada as a Dominion, there has 
been a tug-o’-war between the Fed- 
eral and Provincial Governments. In 
the Confederation agreement the 
provinces surrendered certain pow- 
ers and revenues to the central 
authority, and, within a very short 
time, set out to get these powers 

and revenues back. 

It would not be fair to say that 
the provinces planned deliberately 
to sabotage Confederation. But they 
embarked on @ program of attrition 
which has widened with the years. 
For seven decades, now, the nibbling 
has gone on, and the changes in the 
social and economic structure have 
worked to strengthen the hands of 
the provinces rather than those of 
the Dominion, . 

This has been the case except in 
the matter of finance. The provinces 
have enlarged both their powers and 
their needs. They have not succeeded 
in cutting in on the Dominion's rev- 
enues. It is the Dominion that has 
encroached on areas claimed by the 
provinces.—-Vancouver Province. 


Alberta Government May Take Over 
Care Of Patients Next Year 

The Alberta government is con- 
templating taking over the treat- 
ment and hospitalization of infantile 
paralysis patients next .year and 
may make provision for this service 
in the next budget, Hon. Dr. W. W 
Cross, minister of health, stated.
